Myron H. McCord, Formealy of Wis- 


consin, Given Another Good 


Job in State of Colorado. 


Washington, D. C., June—The ap- 


pointment by the president yester- 
day of Myron H. McCord, a former 
Wisconsin man, to be marshall of 
the territory of Arizona was one of 
the instances of a man landing a 
good federal position when it was 
supposed he was out of the race for 
further recognition. 
It is also an 


illustration of the tenacity with which 
William McKinley stands by 
his 


friends of former days. 


Myron McCord formerly lived at 


Shawano and later at Merrill, Wis. He 
served in the legislature and was sent 
to congress. 
He was a member of 


the Wisconsin 
delegation in the 


Fifty-first congress, when the con- 
test was waged between, the friends 
of Thomas B. Reed and 
those of 


William McKinley over the speaker- 
ship. 
In that contest the Wisconsin 


delegation, with the exception of Mc- 
Cord supported Reed. 


He moved to Arizona about seven 


years ago and was a McKinley dele- 
gate in the convention at St. Louis, 
and after the inauguration in 1897, he 
came here as a candidate for the 
governorship of Arizona. 
He won 


the place after one of the most bit- 
ter contests ever waged here, over an 
appointment to a federal position'. 
He won his present position only af- 
ter a most bitter flght.

mouth in 1838. and graduated from 
Cambridge with honors.

tist and publisher, died today aged 
59. 
He has been critically ill since 


October last. 
He was born at Carev-' 


wall, Staffordshire in 
1841. 
His 


best known works are "Stab and his 
Seven Wives" and "The Shadow of 
the Sword." 


Robert James Lloyd-Lindsay, first 


baron of Wantago, died today aged 
69. 
He was born in 1832 and served 


through the Crimean campaign and 
received the Victoria Cross.

LIFE INSURANCE MEN TALK OF 


MAKING A DISTINCTION. 


People Who Use Strong Liquor of 


Any Kind in Any Way, Will Have 
To Pay a Higher Premium for Life 
Insurance— Drinking Men 
Are 


Shorter Lived. 


Chicago, June 10.—The plan of a 


big life insurance company of New 
York to write policies for. total ab- 
stainers on a different basis 
from 


that offered users of alcholic stimu- 
lants attracted 
general 
interest 


among insurance men 
yesterday. 


Policy holders, too, were interested, 
but the most lively time was among 
those who saw in the move a victory 
for their doctrine—total abstinence. 
Other life companies are expected by 
insurance men to test the plan, and 
total abstinence policies may become 
an established class of life 
insur- 


ance. 


Death Rate of Drinking Men 


The idea of making the total ab- 


stainer a preferred risk was brought 
about through the efforts of John 
Wanamaker, Dr. Edward 
Everett 


Ka'e, former Governor Larrabee of 
Iowa, and other prominent men. They 
made the claim that the death rate 
of drinking men was so far in excess 
of that of total abstainers that the 
latter should be classed by 
them- 


selves and given better terms. 


Being classed by themselves their 


extra chances of long life soon will 
tell on the total sums set apart for 
these policies, and if expectations 
are realized the "dividnends" will be- 
come much larger than those on al- 
cohol users' policies. 


The beginning of a set of-- 
tables 


through this innovation in life un- 
derwriting, showing through statis- 
tics to be gathered the exact differ- 
ence in the periods of the life of men 
who drink alcoholic liquors and those 
who do' not, is considered by life in- 
surance men as an excellent start 
toward getting valuable information 
on which to base premium rates in 
the future. 


Insurance Men Approve It 


The plan of giving the preference 


in the way of rates to the total ab 
stainer is thought by insurance au- 
thorities to be a move in the right di- 
rection. 


"Putting total abstainers in a spec- 


ial class and giving them preferred 
rates is a sensible move on the part 
of the insurance company that has 
taken the initiative in this matter," 
said L. D. Condee, one of the attor- 
neys of a New York life insurance 
company. - and an authority on life 
insurance subjects. 
"It is a well 


proven fact that the use of alcohol 
shortens life. 
This makes the man 


using liquor a less desirable 
risk 


than the one leaving it entirely alone 
I look to see all the big life com- 
panies take up this plan in the near 
future. 
I would suggest three plans 


of policies. 
The total abstained, be- 


the most desirable risk, should come 
first, and should be given the low- 
est rate. 
The man who takes a 


drink occasionally would be the next 
and last would come the man who 
takes his dailv drink."

IN DUTCH ELECTIONS 


Defeat of Protestant Regime in Hoi. 


land Next Wednesday—Roman ,*£ 


Party Shows Vast Gains. 


The Hague, June 10.—It is 
now 


more than probable that the great- 
est political and religious event in 
the history of the Netherlands may 
occur next Wednesday, when 
the 


parliamentary elections will be hold. 
The Roman Catholics have 
been 


steadily gaining at each general elec- 
tion during the past decade and recr 
ent provincial elections have gone al- 
most entirely in their favor. 


It is predicted that the young queen 


whose ancestors have all espoused 
and shed their blood for the cause 
of Reformed Protestantism, will be 
surrounded by a Catholic ministry.' 


Already the Catholics are a great 


power in the second chamber, 
and 


should they continue their sucesses 
in Friesland and southern 
Holland. 


They will find themselves in a posi- 
tion to turn the balance of parties. 
A clerical majority in the 
second 


chamber will give a Catholic ministry 
the opportunity of dissolving on the 
first approach of a deadlock and will 
virtually change Holland, the bjrth- 
place of Erasmus, from a Protestant 
to a Catholic country. 


For this reason the 
people 
are 


wrought up to an unusual pitch of ex- 
citement.

BED BUG POISON 


A Beloit Woman Makes a Desperate 


Attempt to End Her Life- 


Grieved for Dead Husband; 


The report comes from Beloit that 


Mrs. Horace Rose, the youngest dau- 
ghter of H. Rosenblatt, the overall 
manufacturer, attempted to end her 
life yesterday afternoon by .taking 
bed bug poison. 
She was discover- 


ed and taken to her home and the 
doctors hope to save her life. 


Mrs. -Rose left home yesterday af- 


ternoon shortly after dinner on her 
wheel saying she was going for a ride 
she went to a small grove near the 
Catholic cemetery where she thought 
she would not be seen and took a 
dose of bed-bug jioisoi^ containing 
carbolic acid. 


She was discovered lying on the 


ground in the 'grove by some chil- 
dren about three o'clock in the after- 
noon. 
They immediately 
notified 


the authorities and tt "atrol wagon 
was called and the young woman was 
conveyed to her home. 


Her hands and face were 
badly 


burned by the acid in toe 
poison. 


The doctors hope to save her life but 
she will be disfigured by the burns. 
Mrs. Rose lost her husband about a 
year ago and since that time she has 
been mentally unbalanced.

great extent, in the new cities of the 
west; but here the population being 
of a migratory nature, company or- 
ganizations could not be maintained 
except at great expense to the few 
enthusiastic members. •

ain full paid fire departments. 


Merril!, of the fourth class cities 


s alone in that class with a full paid 
department, and Milwaukee is the 
only first class city, and maintain 
a lull paid system. 
All other cities 


maintain a combination system, part 
of the members full paid and others 
part paid—known 
as "call" men— 


and in a few cases volunteers. 
re- 


ceiving no compensation. 
It is not 


necessary to maintain a large force 
of men; four men to a company in 


ng a paid or part paid flre depart- 
ment, which is 
not satisfied 'on ac- 


count o£ the expense of the efficien- 
cy, let that city disband the depart- 
ment, reorganize the- volunteer sys- 
tem, and then see if in less -than one 
week thereafter insurance rates are 
not doubled, or insurance canceled 
altogether and agencies withdrawn. 
I am not personally interested in any 
insurance company or insurance bus 
iness, hut believe that jnunjicip*li- 
ties must of necessity carry a portion 
of the fire risk in its nre departmen 
and remove as much of the loss as 
possible. 


This 'is best accomplished by main 


taining a good paid fire departmen 
and by enforcing reasonable build 
ing laws. 
Therefore, in my opin

It re- 


quired from sixty to one hundred i

and hose 'carriage were drawn by 
uorses), while a modern hose wag- 
on, with direct pumping works, will 
discount the old system, and do the 
work in a much more satisfactory 
manner, with only four men. 


The volunteers 
did good service 


with the appliances they possessed, 
and the expense to the municipality 
was nominal, as compared to the ex- 
pense of paid fire departments. Tne 
expense of maintaining the volun- 
teer system, or the greater portion, 
is borne by the members. They give 
taeir time 
and 
often considerable 


sums of money,to perfect and main- 
tain their 'organization, an expense 
.which .the general public knows very 
little about. 
The volunteers had no 


rules except those framed by them- 
selves, which were subject to amend- 
ment at any regular meeting. 


Frequently, in smaller cities, when 


an alarm was 
sounded, it became 


necessary for machine shops and fac- 
tories to stop work that a large por- 
tion of the help were members of the 
volunteer flre department and were 
obliged to respond to the flre bel'.

and the delay In filling orders _ fell 
upon the manufacturer, which, in a 
'great majority of cases, amounted 
to large sums. This expense in some 
places, grew to such proportion^ thaf 
the manufacturers iwere compelled 
to stipulate to his employees that 
they should not join-the fire compa 
ny. This paved the way for the mod 
ern paid departments. 
Volunteers 


could not be procured to do fire duty 


"If the municipality has work fo 


men to do it is worth paying for,' 
reasoned the manufacturer. 
Steam 


then supplanted hand power, horse 
the portable power instead of men 
until a company, requiring under the 
old system, from sixty to seventy 
men, 
was cut down to eight or ten 


a single house ami three to a com- 
jany in a doub'e house being ample 
.—giving the chief power to employ 
help for fires when necessary, which 
necessity does' not occur very fre- 
quently. in most cities.

ed. 
It may be that this is a case 


if "robbing Peter to pay Paul," but 
t is- true that a fractioal reduction 
f the maximum insurance rates in 
any city of the third class will offset 
he expense of the fire department. 


Paid fire departments 
are being 


constantly improved, perfected and 
maintained on economic principles. 
Jnder the Police and Fire Commis- 
sion law the membership is being im- 
proved; men are making the fire ser- 
vice a profession, and are striving to 
excel in this service. 
This should 


be encouraged by all. 
The commis- 


sioners should have greater power by 
giving them the full custody of the 
departments which control the mem- 
bership. 
Each chief should be re- 


quired to make a detailed report at 
Lhe close of each calendar year show- 
ing certain and complete items re- 
lating to his department, ' which re- 
port should be uniform 
in regard 


to details. 
These reports should he 


published in pamphlet form for dis- 
tribution. 
Such information would 


be of great benefit to every depart- 
ment. 


No man in the fire service is too 


old to learn and he who imagines that

Chiefs of flre departments must of 


necessity work for the reduction of 
insurance rates; hence in our small 
cities, he must be a chronic agitator, 
especially in perfecting his depart- 
ment so as to command !ower rates.

He was 59 years old and for 
many years had been prominent in 
medical circles. 
He gained interna- 


ional prominence during the Cuban 
war, as it was his report to the com- 
manding general of the army

started the "embalmed beef" investi- 
gation. 


Washington, , June 10.—Lieutenant 
eneral Miles said here that he was 


not surprised at the suicide of Dr. 
Daly, in view of the great personal be- 
reavement that the doctor had suffered 
•ecently, and. the undermining of his 
lealth by a severe attack of the.grip 
ast winter. General Miles esteemed 
Dr. Daly very highly and the two were 
ntimate friends. His death came as 


severe blow to the general.

Daly was in the city last March, when 


came to be present at the second 


nauguration of President McKinley 
[f General Miles can arrange matters 
ne will attend the funeral of his old 
friend. Surgeon Daly was a deputy to 
Assistant Surgeon General, Charles R.

It was through Dr 
Daly's allegations that the beef fur- 
nished to the army had been tam- 
pered with and preserved by means 
of acids, which, he alleged, were detri- 
mental to the health of the soldiers 
that a board of army inquiry conduct- 
ed the celebrated investigation after 
the Spanish war.
